Upland’s City Manager, Elwin 
**Pinky’’ Alder, made known last 
week that he will end his 17-year 
long regime on the city admin- 
istrative staff sometime in 
1974-~ “‘not later than the fall,” 

In the city’s 50 year history 
there have only been two city 
managers--a fact which is very 
unusual among communities this 
size, 

“1 don’t know af any other city 
in the nation thac has had only two 
city managers in a 50 year per- 
iod,’” Alder remarked, 

Alder attributed the longevity 
of both himself and R,G, Manley, 
his predecessor who was Upland 
City Manager for 35 years, to 
the ‘stability of the community.””

Unexpected $ 


Upland School District admin- 
istrators had to make some re- 
cent budget adjustments to ace 
count for an unexpected 11,5 per- 
cent increase in total district 
assessed valuation, The large in- 
crease is due to residential con- 
struction in the city, 

In ee the school dis- 
trict’s preliminary and tentative 
budgets the generally routine four 
percent growth factor was com- 
puted to determine local proper- 
ty tax revenue, according to Glenn 
Hardy, Business Manager, 

Figures recently provided by 
the county superintendent’s of- 
fice indicate the total propeicy 
value in Upland roge 11,5 percent 
or $5.66 million more than the 
school district anticipated, 

The increase resulted in anad- 
ditional $188,000 in local tax 
revenue for the school district, 
But the added property tax rev- 
enue is offset by a $124,000 re- 
duction in state aid, as dictated 
by Senate Bill 90 formula, Thus 
the school actually realized onlly 
a $64,000 increase in anticipated 
income, This increase will be 
used to pay salary increases for 
district employees, which were 
anticipated but weren't included 
in the already approved tenta- 
tive and preliminary budgets. 

District office workers, bus 
drivers and other classified em-~- 
ployees have accepted a 6 percent 
pay raise, Hardy sald, but the 
certified employees have found 
that amount unacceptable, 

The Upland School District 
Board adopted a $5,8 million pub- 
lication budget last week, which 
is approximately $600,000 larger 
than last year’s budget, 

A public hearing on the budget 
will be held Aug, 7 and the final 
budget will be adopted then, 

Hardy said that local taxpay- 
ers will get from a 92-cent to 
$1.02 per $100 assessed valu- 
ation tax reduction under the 

1973-74 fiscal year budget,

Students Receive ‘Short-Cut’ Education Here 


By PATRICIA REID 


Some 16 Upland High 
atudents short-cutted the 
traditional education- 
al route towards becom- 
ing elementary school 
teachers and found them- 
aelves student - teachers 
at Upland lementary this 
summer, 

The unique five - week 
summer course ended 
yesterday and was offered 
under the direction of the 
Chaffey High School Dis- 
trict work experience 
program, Lirnest Heald, 
director of the summer 
work experience pro- 
gram, explained that this 
waa the first large-scale 
effort to offer an ‘‘ex- 
ploratory’’ work exper- 
lence course district 
wide, The major purpose 
of the experimental 
course was; to contrib- 
ute to the occupational 
guidance of students by 
providing Opportunities, 
under supervision, to 
survey and participate 
actively in the teaching 
field, 

Studentsa didn’t receive 
pay for their time spent 
in the exploratory pro- 
gram, but earned one full 
unit of credit, Carroll 
Smith, the new district 
director of work experi- 
ence, said the classroom 
served as an ‘observing 
work station’ for the stu- 
dent teacher aides, b m- 
phasis was placed on the 
fact that students weren’t 
required to meet regular 
production standards, but 
were just observing to see 
if the career interested 
him, 

During the five week 
porgram students were on 
duty in the classroom five 
hours a day and were al- 
sO required to. attend 
three hours of ‘‘related 
training’’ at the work ex- 
perience department of 
Chaffey High School each 
week, A special training 
session was Offered prior 
to the start ofthe summer 
school program in June, 

Each student selected 
and explored two different 
levels of classroom per- 
formance, Choices were 
made from kindergarten 
through junior high and/ 
Or other specialized 
groups such as; orthope- 
dically handicapped, 
mentally gifted minors, 
educable mentally re- 
tarded, trainable mental- 
ly retarded, and fine arts 
in order tO gain as much 
variety of “exploration” 
as possible, The program 
was geared to high school 
students who are contem-= 
plating a career inthe so- 
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involved, These incentives are a 
steady and at times dramatic ex- 
pansion of vocational studies bal- 
inced with retention of the tra- 
ditional academic curriculum, 

Last fall’s enrollment increase 
was actually 7,3 percent, a con- 
siderable jump from the 7,865 
students who registered in the 
autumn of 1971 when Chaffey

Fewer consumer complaints 
about dated foods along with a 
reduction in complainta over 
foods not open dated were report-

Telephone interviews with |,- 
531 shoppers queried whether 
they had any foods, within the 
past two weeks, go stale before 
expected, Eighteen percent of the

Preparing For A Sure Thing 


By Terry Conner 


In recent years, especially 
since Kennedy's “Cuban Cri- 

is,’’ the tempo of American dis- 
aster preparedness has changed 
from the threat of nuclear attack 
to that of natural disasters, 

No longer are disaster pre- 
vention agencies warning the pub- 
lic to invest in nuclear bomb 
shelters, but are trying to pre- 
pare them for hurricanes, tor- 
nadoes, earthquakes, floods and 
fires. 

The United States Office af 
Preparedness, soon to be aban- 
doned and merged with the de- 
partment of housing and urban 
development, has recommended 
five areas where the American 
public should focus their atten- 
tion in studying the consequences 
of natural disaster, their admin- 
istrative role in preparation for 
disasters, thus taking some of 
the load off of federal agencies, 
Federal Restoration funds should 
be cut by 25 percent, 

rhe federal government should 
require cities to insure facili- 
ties and meet new federal hazard 
mitigation standards. 

The federal government should 
eliminate the “Forgiveness Fea- 
ture’” in federal assistance loans 
to individuals and businesses and 
require people to buy disaster in- 
surance, 

The final point was for the 
federal government to switch 
from grants to loans for city dis- 
aster expenses, 

The recommendations have 
placed a renewed interest indis- 
aster prevention at the local 
level, In many locations such as 
Rapid City, South Dakota, San 
Fernando and San Luis Obispo, 
California, local interest was 
either too late or of Little value, 

The San Fernando earthquake 
in 1971 was an example of the 
lack of local interest in the pos- 
sibilities of natural disasters, 
Local builders and governmen- 
tal agencies knew that they were 
building homes and hospitals on 
known faults, but went ahead and 
built, When the earthquake hit, 
the main damage wasnt caused 
by the earthquake itself, but by 
the after effects of the quake and 
the senselessness of the property 
developers, Hundreds of people 
died. Millions of dollars were 
lost, 

In Rapid City, the OEP stated 
that ‘‘the greatest natural disas- 
ter of our lives happened when a 
flash flood hit the city of 40,000, 
The loss of lives was great, The 
loss of dollars was also great,” 

In San Luis Obispo, a city of 
30,000, a flash flood hit the city 
in the same location two times 
in four years, There was no loss 
of life, but each time, it cost the 
residents $3 million, 

The results indicate that in 
areas of known natural disaster 
problems, such as building on 
earthquake faults and in river 
beds and allowing creek beds to 
become clogged, cities have been 
negligent, 

All cities are required, bylaw, 
to have a disaster preparedness 
program, However, until the re- 
cent developments by the OEP 
and past disasters, cities have 
paid little attention to their pro- 
grams, 

Recently in Orange County, 
the office of emergency ser- 


sis 


vices conducted a multi-hospital 
disaster exercise, E, S, Turner, 
assistant director, stated that 
every disaster-associated agen- 
cy in the county participated in 
a mock disaster, Over 20 hospi- 
tals were included. A Marine 
Corps helicopter helped to evacu- 
ate disaster victims. The police 
agencies were involved, as were 
ambulance services, The fire de- 
partment also played a part in the 
rogram,” 

rurner said, “‘The response to 
the request for volunteers to 
participate in the exercise in- 
dicated that there is a general 
awareness of the need for emer- 
gency preparedness planning and 
a willingness to become invalved 
when timely and detailed infor- 
mation concerning (test exer- 
Cises is made valli to pros- 
pective participants.”” 

In evaluating the exercise 
Turner said there was a gene ral 
lack of indoctrination of profes- 
sional and auxiliary hospital per- 
sonnel concerning hospital dis- 
aster plans, He also said thatthe 
communications program should 
be bolstered by a Hospital Em- 
ergency Administrative Radio 
(HEAR) program, 

**Finally, stated Turner, 
“there were also discrepancies 
in transportation, evacuation and 
triage,” 

‘Triage’’ is the technicalterm 
for dispatching certain types of 
injuries to appropriate hospitals, 
It is one of the biggest problems 
to cope with in disasters, Expert 
medical atrention at the scene of 
the disaster can reduce the ag- 
gravation of injury as well as 
send a victim tothe best equipped 
hospital, said Turner, 

rhe Los Angeles County Com- 
mission on Earthquakes, the Am- 
erican National Red Cross, the 
Salvation Army, county fire de- 
partments, flood control agen- 
cies, civil defense agencies and 
volunteer agencies have put their 
efforts together, along with local 
city governments, local fire and 
police agencies to work out plans 
of disaster preparedness, 

After the San Fernando earth- 
quake, the county earthquake 
commission made an earthquake 
study, and in a voluminous re- 
port made specific recommenda- 
tions to the Board of Supervisors, 

The main recommendation 
made by the commission was to 
locate older homes in known 
earthquake areas and order them 
demolished if they don’t stand up 
to the new regulations, If they 
are in extreme danger areas, 
they should not be rebuilt in the 
same site, 

The Red Cross has for years 
been the first agency at the scene 
of a disaster to aid victims, Lit- 
tle is known of the advance work 
that the Red Crogs does to help 
people prepare for disasters, 

Diversified programs and 
growing activities have not 
changed the original purpose of 
the Red Crogs, to relieve human 
suffering, In carrying out this 
purpose, the organization has 
helped to identify and ease urban 
and rural gocial problems, 
worked to improve health and 
safety conditions involving indi- 
viduals and communities and has 
assisted the people of other na- 
tions to recover from disasters, 

The Red Cross gives safety in-~ 
struction and first aid to assist

Hitler--The Art 


Of Megalomania 


In reviewing ‘‘Hitler; The 
Last Ten Days,” Judith Crist 
in New York Magazine writes 
that the film is “the ultimate 
horror story of our time,” 
The focal point of the film 
is Hitler--and his portrayal 
by Alec Guinness, says Miss 
Crist, ‘‘is, perhaps, the ul- 
timate study of megalo- 
mania,”’ 

I agree, The movie tran- 
scends morbid curiosity, Its 
lifeline is history; its plot is 
axiomatic: each performance 
is obviously based on a close 
reading of historical sources. 

We have Hitler, the phan- 
tom of history’s opera at bay 
in the foundation of a falling 
theater, Wearing a silver- 
gray uniform, stained by food 
he has eaten with a shaking 
hand, Hitler’s harsh voice 
grinds out long post-prandial 
diatribes against his enemies, 

“ve known it all along,”’ 
Hitler charges, with flushed 
face and staring eyes. “‘I 
know that Goering is lazy. 
He let the air force go to 
pot, He was corrupt. His 
example made corruption pos- 
sible in our state. Besides 


he’s been a drug addict for - 


years, I’ve known it all 
along,” 

in his political testamem, 
Hitier states that neitner he 


nor anyone else in Germany 
wanted war and that it had 
been ‘‘provoked exclusively by 
those international states- 
men who either were of Jew- 
ish origin or worked for Jew- 
ish interests,”’ 

And , in the end, Hitler 
angrily attacks, ironically, the 
German people themselves, 
“‘f the war is lost,’’ he says, 
“the people will be lost also, 
It is not necessary to worry 
about what the German people 
will need for elemental sur- 
vival, On the contrary, it 
is best for us to destroy these 
things. For the nation has 
proved to be the weaker, and 
the future belongs solely to 
the stronger eastern (Russia) 
nation, In any case only those 
who are inferior will remain 
after this struggle, for the 
good have already been 
killed,”’ 

Bombs fall, Berlin lay in 
ruins. 

In the Fuehrerbunker, be- 
neath the Chancellery garden, 
Gotterdammerung plays on, 

Both Goering and Himmler 
are expelled from the Nazi 
party for treason,

Teets made during the 
pest two weeks by 4 re- 
search team at California 
State University, Full- 
erton indicate that little 
or no fallout from re- 
cem Chinese nuciear 
tests settied in Southern 
California, 

Hadioactive fallout that 
appeared in Japan anc Ko- 
rea following the recent 
Chinese atmospheric nu- 
clear tests ia not likely 
to seriously affect South- 
ern California in the near 
future, according to Dr, 
Mark H, Shapiro, as#is- 
tam professor of physics 
at Cal State anc coor- 
dinator of the environ- 
mental radioactivity re~ 
search project, When it 
does, he aaid, i probably 
won't cause any shar} 
rige in radioactive rates, 

Dr, Shapiro said that 
samples of airborne dust 
flltered from large 
volumes of surface air 


and water samples skim-" 


med from the surface of 
an infrequently used 
awimrming pool show no- 
thing from the recent 
testa, The research team 
did find some amalitrace 
amounta of radioactive 
Cesium-137 in the water 
samples, he said, but the 
trace amounts moat like- 
ly came from nuclear 
te@ting that took place in 
the atmosphere inthe late 
1980's and early 1960's, 
and pose no immediate 
harm to residents, 

Shapiro aaid that the 
research team, which in- 
cludes Keith Arnold, a 
biology graduate atudent 
from Huntington Beach, 
Pat Bishop, a blochem-~ 
istry sophmore from 
Huntington Beach, and Ju- 
die Resha, a senior phy- 
sida major from Ana- 
helm, gathered samples 
on a daily basis during the 
two-week period and sub- 
jected them to intensive 
analyaia with a high-re- 
solution gamma-ray 
spectroscopy system, 

With the spectrometer, 
fimgio.w products such as 
Zirconium-95, Rutheni- 
um103, lodine-131, and 
Geaium«137 can be posi- 
tively identified at very 
low concentrations and 
can be distinguished from 
naturally occurring ra- 
dioactove isotopes, The 
apectrometer la sensitive 
enough to detect a few 
pleocuries per liter of 
water or a few tentha of 
pleocuriea per cubic me- 
ter of air, 

Gesium -197 discove- 
ered in the water, Shap- 
iro said, ranged from five 
ro ten picocuries per lit- 
er, which ta well below 
the maximum permis- 
aible concentration of 20, 
000 picocuries per liter 
for drinking water, Since 
Cellum~137 has a 30-year 
half life and decays much 
more slowly than most of 
the other fission pro- 
duets, the research team 
concluded that the ma- 
terial discovered from 
the water samples came 
from teats conducted 
years age, 

Shapiro, who said that 
radioactive fallout from 
teate in China or the South 
Pacific rarely reach the 
Southern California area 
at low altitudes during 
the first pase, doubts that 
radivactive fallout from 
the expected French test 
will affect Southern Cal- 
ifornia, Even if radio- 
active material should 
pass over the area by 
some highly unusual quirk 
in the weather pattern, 
he said, it would be in 
the upper atmosphere, 
kept there by the temp- 
erature inversions § that 
produce smog in the Los 
\ngeles basin, 


Tests will be continued 
on a weekly basia for the 
next year, Shapiro said, 
in an effort to Getermine 
the fallout from the com- 
ing French teate as well 
aa the recemt atmospherk 
teata of the Chinese, If 
any fallout Goes occur, 
he said, it most likely 
would be during the win- 
ter rains, 

hapiro, although indi- 
cating that the resicents 


of Southern California 
will auffer no irnmediate 
hartr from the Chinese 
and French teats, said 
that atmoasperic tests 
are harmful to an in 
the long run, This year’s 
teat, he said, could Cause 
about 1,000 more deaths

Although more €X- 
pensive, Shapiro said, un- 
derground nuclear teats 
are much safer than at- 

o#pheric teats, 
radioactivity se} 
out, 

jhapiro gaaid that the 
environmental radioac- 
tivity project he coordin- 
ates ia primarily inter- 
ested in the measurement 
of radioactivity levels in 
the waters of Southern 
California, The project is 
interdisciplinary in na- 
ture, and is concerned 
with the way in whichcer- 
tain redioactive isotopes 
are concentrated by mar- 
ine eed as well as 
with the radiation levels 
of the ocean water itself, 

Shapiro ia one of three 
Cal State faculty mem- 
bers working with the re- 
search tearm, Dr, Michael 
H, Horn, assistant pro- 
fessor of zoology, and Dr, 
W,. Van Willis, associate 
professor of chemistry,

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Faculty Sponsors Walk 
Into The County’s Past 


In a stipulated judgment 
filed recently in Los An- 
les Superior Court, the 
Am Angeles Community 


College District has 
agreed not to require a 
faculty sponsor before 


recognizing a chapter of 
a student organization on 
its campuses, The agree- 
ment was in response toa 
Clase action filed by atu- 
dents seeking toestablish 
a chapter of Scudentefora 
Democratic 50clety (D5) 
at Los Angeles Trade 
Technical College. 

Plaintiffs in the case, 
Herbert Pryor and Nan 
Beltram, both students at 
Trade Tech, were sus- 
pended on Dec, 15, 1971 
for distributing a leaflet 
on campus which called a 
white faculty member a 
‘‘raciat,”’ They had 
sought to have SDS re- 
cognized a® a student 
club, but were unable todo 
#o without a faculty spon- 
sor, They alleged thatthe 
administration had intim- 
idated faculty members 
#o that no one was willing 
to sponsor the club, 

The students filed a 
clase action complaint on 
Jan, 14, 1972 in which 
they sought reinatate ment 
because the college, in vi- 
olation of its own rules, 
had failed to provide them 
with written notice and a 
hearing prior to their 
suspension, They also 
sought the recognition of 
SDS, and a declaration 
that the District's regu- 
lation requiring the prior 
approval of literature be 
declared unconatitu- 
tional, 

Mm Feb, 13, 1972, Su- 

rior Court Judge Wil- 
jam H, Levit ordered the 
College District to rein~ 
atate the two students, and 
to attempt to find afacul- 
ty sponsor for the 5D5 
chapter, 

The following month he 
issued a Memorandum of 
Law concerning the facul- 
ty sponsor requirement in 


which he stated: “’ ..,the 
faculty sponsor require- 
ment _ not intended and 
may | be construed to 
give members of the fac- 
ulty a veto over which 
Clubs should be admitted 


to the campus, by indi- 
vidual faculty members 
refusing to serve a8 4 
gspongor,’” 

The memo further 
stated: “...- adrr iission 
may not be denied on Us 
ground that no member if 
the faculty is willing ¢ 
gerve as a faculty apon- 
sor, The Board, if it de- 
sires, shall direct the 
college administration to 
assign a member of the 
faculty to serve a8 spon- 
sor for SDS, If the Board 
does not desire to have 
such assignment made, 
then it must waive the 


sponsor requirement,’ 

le a preliminary in- 
junction which was is- 
sued on June 27, 1972, the 
College District was pro- 
hibited from requiring a 
faculty sponsor for 5D5 
unlees the college admin- 
jatration assigned one to 
be the advisor, It was also 
prohibited from not pro- 
ceasing the application of 
SDS to be a recognized 
student club at Trade 
lech, SDS wae recognized 
by the administration 
shortly thereafter. 

Pretrial discovery on 
this case in early Febru- 
ary, 1972, led to the dis- 
covery of electronic 
eavesdropping within the 
Los Angeles Community 
College District, and the 
subsequent filing of Litt- 
gation to end that prac- 
tice, 

Plaintiffs in both cases 
are represented by the 
Weatern Center on Law 
and Poverty and the 
American Civil Liberties 
Union, 

(Pryor v. L, A, Com- 
munity College District, 
Civ, No. C 20533, Los 
Angeles Superior Court,)

A, A good lock serves 
little purpose if the thief 
can break the pane of 

lage and unlock the door 
rom the ingide , One 
method of folling such ac- 
tion Lato replace the glass 
near the lock with plas- 
tic or laminated glasa, 
It consists of plas- 
tic pressed between two 
sheets of glass and is 
virtually indestructable, 
Since an accomplished 
burglar usually has atool 
which extends his reach, 
you would be wise to re~- 
place more than just the 
panes closest to the lock 
with plastic glass, You 
also might do well to in- 
stall a solid door without 
glass panes, 


Q: Can a home loan be 
arranged in such a way 
as to allow you to borrow 
more money in the future 
without rewriting the 
mortgage? 

A: Yes, it’s called an 
open-end mortgage, Itisa 
convenient arrangement 
should you want to re- 
pair, modernize or ex- 
pand your home at a la- 
ter date, Under the open- 
end clause, you can 
borrow up to the amount 
of equity you've built upin 

our home, For inatance, 
{ you've paid a $20,000

Southern California 
Edison executives said 
today that unless the com- 
pany is able to get ac- 
ditional supplies of fuel 
oil to operate its gen- 
erating plants, there will 
be power shortages inthe 
Southern California area 
next year. 

SCE officials testified 
that the company is 
studying ways to alleviate 
or avoid power shortages, 
but they indicated that be- 
cause of a statewide fuel 
oil scarcity, curtailment 
of electricity could 
become a reality next 
year, 

Appearing before the 
California Public Util- 
ities Commission’s first 
day of investigation into 
the current fuel oil short- 
age in California, William 
H, Seaman, Edison vice 
president incharge of fuel 
supply, warned of an ac- 
celerating fuel oil short- 
age.

POWs: ‘Double Sacrifice’ 
Imposed, Says Cranston 


Sen. Alan Cranston has 
accused the Nixon Admin- 
istration of imposing a 
“© double - sacrifice’” on 
Vietnam war veterans. 

He said the Adminis- 
tration is ‘‘shortchanging 
former servicemen in 
jobs and veterans benefits 
in a totally unsuccessful 
and unfair effort to halt 
inflation.” 

‘%r’s the Vietnam war 
itself that primarily 
caused and continues to 
fuel that inflation,’’ Cran- 
ston told an American Le- 
gion state convention in 
Anaheim last week. 

‘"—t is altogether im- 
proper and unacceptable 
for the Administration to 
demand that the men who 
fought that war must now 
make a second sacrifice 
through government 
skimping on veterans dis- 
ability, education and em-~ 
ployment programs, iC 
Cranston said. 

“‘The Administration 
must stop using veterans 
to pay the cost of infla- 
tion. They have paid more 
than enough already.” 

Cranston, whois asub- 
committee chairman of 
the Senate Veterans Af- 
fairs Committee, said he 
has been actively working 
to set a limit on govern- 
ment spending that is low= 
er than the ceiling pro- 
posed by the President. 

“But I believe we can 
hold the line on spending, 
without increasing taxes 
or worsening the national 
debt, and still maintain 
essential domestic pro- 
grams such as our veter- 
ans programs,” he said. 

“Tt believe that the way 
to fight inflation is to use 
federal funds for con- 
structive, productive 
work--like programs to 
provide mass transit, im- 
prove housing and health 
care, fight pollution, and 
control crime and drugs. 
And I believe that the way 
to fight inflation is to cut 
down oOn_ unnecessary 
spending overseas that 
undermines the dollar ab- 
road, worsens our trade 
imbalance, feeds infla- 
tion, without in any way 
strengthening our nation- 
al security. 

Cranston charged that 
the Nixon Administration 
is long on words about

‘Even that misleading 
figure is higher than the 
national average in Janu- 
ary. But, what the Admin- 
istration neglects to say 
is that for veterans 20- 
24 the national rate was at 
10.6 percent. Here in the 
West it was 14,3 percent. 
Veterans over age 24, as 
with the rest of the popu- 
lation, simply find it eas- 
ier to get jobs, 

Cranston pointed out 
that a bill he authored, 
the Veterans E mployment 
and Readjustment Act, 
created 70 new assistant 
veterans employment 
representatives to assist 
veterans in finding em- 
ployment. 

“But eight months la- 
ter, these positions have 
not yet been created by 
the Veterans Administra=- 
tion,’” he said. 

“They are not even be- 
ing actively recruited for. 
All of this despite the re- 
quirements of law enac- 
ted by Congress and 
signed by the President. 

In that same law we 
required each Federal 
contract and subcontract 
to contain a requirement 
that ‘special emphasis‘ 
must be given by the con- 
tractor to the hiring of 
service - connected dis- 
abled veterans to all ear- 
as and returning veter- 
ans, The result, despite 
my continued inquiries, 
urgings, and even de- 
mands to the Secretaries 
of Labor and one Assis- 
tant Secretary, is thatthe 

Labor Department has 
thus far refused to carry 
out this statutory man- 
date.”’
